Bosses playing Santa, take heed: There are gifts 
that nearly every employee wants, but also a few 
that make a lump of coal seem like manna from 
the heavens. 

Like, for example, a holiday party with an 
open bar. Only 5 percent of workers list such a 
boozy fete among their top choices for employ- 
er-gifted seasonal perks, according to a new re- 
port from career site glassdoor.com. 

Maybe they just don’t want to make a fool of 
themselves in front of colleagues and then have 
to take a sick day afterward to recover—a very 
real situation faced by two-thirds of Americans, 
according to recent research. 


Other unpopular gifts, according to employ- 
ees: gym memberships, company stock, even 
the option to work from home for a full year, 
Glassdoor found in its survey of 2,050 workers. 

What underlings really want from their boss- 
es is money. Six in 10 ranked a salary raise as one 
of the best gifts possible, while nearly three- 
quarters said they'd want a cash bonus. 

Some 76 percent of employees say they’re 
eligible for a bonus this year. Of those, 58 per- 
cent told Glassdoor that they expect to get the 
boost, while the rest are unsure or pessimistic 
about their chances.

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CHICAGOLAND BANK 
ROBBERIES ARE ON THE 
RISE—BUT ARE THIEVES 
REALLY CASHING IN?

Chicago is set to have a big year for bank heists. 

After passing 2011’s total of 115 total bank robberies in Au- 
gust, Chicago’s FBI field office now expects to surpass another 
benchmark: 200 bank robberies for 2012, a high number for 
a one-year period. Currently, 197 robberies have happened in 
Chicago and its five collar counties, well shy of 2006’s record 
of 284. 

“We fully expect to exceed that 200 mark, [since] over the 
last 10 years, December has averaged the highest number of 
bank robberies in a month,” said Joan Hyde, a spokeswoman 
for the Chicago-area FBI field office. 

But the general public has some misconceptions when it 
comes to bank robberies. For one, it’s not groups of well-or- 
ganized gangsters taking hostages in multimillion-dollar bank 
heists, nor is it desperate fathers trying to get cash for the holi- 
days. These are the cornerstones of TV and movie capers. The 
reality is that most criminals take a relatively small sum, and 
they usually face stiff penalties when caught. 

When the tally from 2011 was passed in August, then-FBI 
spokesman Ross Rice said a down economy was hardly to 


blame. Many bank robbers are desperate, he said, but their 
problems are not usually tied to economic cycles. The majority 
of bank robberies that occur in Chicagoland— Cook, DuPage, 
Will, Kane and Lake counties —are committed by individuals 
trying to support debts created by gambling or substance abuse. 

“Most of them feel [banks are] where you can get the most 
amount of money,” Rice, who retired Dec. 1, said, adding that 
it’s a big gamble with the law. The average haul for a bank rob- 
ber is between $500 and $1,000, and federal sentencing guide- 
lines state that an offender can face a maximum of 20 years in 
prison. Plus, officials say, three out of every four bank robbers 
are apprehended, so the odds aren’t great for would-be thieves. 
Technology has given police an upper hand. 

“The digital technology has advanced just tremendously; it’s 
a great boon to us,” Rice said. Fifteen years ago, grainy VHS 
tapes made it more difficult to identify bank robbers. But with 
digital recording equipment, the FBI—which is the federal 
agency responsible for investigating bank heists—has a much 
clearer picture to work from and circulate to the public. Rice 
said many cases are solved with the public’s help, with offend- 
ers’ photos posted on bandittrackerchicago.com. In some 
cases, criminals have seen their own photos surface on the In- 
ternet and called to turn themselves in. 

Hyde noted that the 197 robberies doesn’t mean there have 
been 197 separate suspects. In some cases, serial robbers ac- 
count for several thefts. Recently, police nabbed the “Stringer 
Bell Bandit,” named for what the FBI says is a resemblance to 
a character from the HBO crime drama “The Wire,” whom 
they suspect is responsible for hitting 11 banks since October.

Hyde assumes 2012 will hit the 200 robberies mark, making 
it a year with an excessive number of robberies. There’s no an- 
ticipation, however, that this year will surpass 2006’s record. 

“Of course it’s higher than we’d like to see it,” she said. “This 
will go down as a year with a high number of bank robberies.”

The name game 


Serial bank robbers—or crooks who commit three or more 
heists—don’t make off with just cash. They also sometimes get 
a nickname from the FBI. 

Special Agent Ross Rice of Chicago’s FBI field office is in 
charge of coming up with the monikers for the repeat offend- 
ers. He said there isn’t a science to it. Rather, the designations 
have a two-fold purpose: make the name stick in the media and 
public’s mind, and make the criminals easily identifiable to the 
law enforcement officials working on the case. 

“It’s looking at the facts and working with the investigator 
to come up with the name,” he said. It can be something the 
robber says, wears, the locations they hit or even the mode 
of transportation they use. “We’ve found that the news media 
and the public are more likely to follow a story when they have 
some sort of name or moniker,” he said. 

RedEye put together a roundup of some of the infamous and 
unusual bandits the FBI has identified. ms.

OLYMPIA, Wash. A law legaliz- 
[J ing same-sex matrimony took 
effect in Washington state Thursday, 
and officials geared up for a flood of 
marriage-license applications from gay 
and lesbian couples eager to exchange 
vows.

BEARS’ D-LINE IS A BROMANCE OFF THE FIELD—AND DOMINATING ONIT

When Rod Marinelli joined the Bears coach- 
ing staff in 2009, one of his first initiatives was 
a name change. This wasn’t the coach’s Ocho- 
cinco moment—his name is still Rod Marinel- 
li. Instead, down came “Defensive Line” from 


the meeting room 

door and up went his WEEK 14 
preferred moniker: Bears at 
“Rush Men.” Minnesota 


Noon Sunday, Fox 
The message was er 


clear: Get the quarter- 
back. 

They have. In 2012, the Bears are tied for 
eighth in the league with 32 sacks, but 29 have 
come from the D-line, ranking them second to 
Cincinnati in that category. 

But the Rush Men are more than just sack 
artists. As Israel Idonije said, “We’re the Rush 
Men unit. We’re our own little team on the 
team.” 


Meet the Rush Men 

After a Friday practice, the locker room at Ha- 
las Hall is like a freshman dormitory—rowdy, 
high-spirited and clothes EVERYWHERE. 
And while the whole room is boisterous, a 
rumble of laughter radiates from the back. 
This is the defensive line, a group that mixes 
playfulness with quiet and gives each young 
player a like-minded mentor. 

Fourth-year pro Henry Melton, the unit’s de 
facto social leader, explains the age breakdown: 
There are “the OLD guys,” Julius Peppers and 
Idonije; the young guys; and then Melton and 
Matt Toeaina, the “mid guys.” 

And while Melton is the D-line’s breakout 
performer, the unit still looks to the old guys 
for leadership. 


Peppers’ influence comes not just from his 
eight Pro Bowls but from his note-taking and 
question-asking in meetings. 

Idonije, meanwhile, is the unit’s “front 
man,” the Paul McCartney to Pep’s John 
Lennon. And though Idonije had a steeper 
climb to NFL stardom, Peppers appreci- 
ates Izzy’s role in creating the culture in the 
locker room. 

“Peanut [Charles Tillman], Lance [Briggs], 
Lak [Brian Urlacher], Izzy have been here for a 
while,” Peppers said. “The guys who have been 
around, they set that foundation. And the free 
agents like myself and the rookies that come 
in, it’s already set, so you come in and you just 
fall in place.” 

“Obviously we’re here to play football,” Pep- 
pers said. “But being a professional and being 
a good person is more important in my eyes. 
Hopefully a little bit of it will rub off on them.” 

“Sometimes [Peppers and Idonije] forget 
that [they’re} the leader,” Stephen Paea said. 
“We're playing as one, so we don’t say “he’s the 
big time guy. We should treat him different.’ 
We all play as brothers, and that’s why I think 
we're successful.” 


4=1 

If there is a secret to the Rush Men’s success 
beyond natural talent, it’s their internalization 
of Coach Marinelli’s other motto: 4=1. The 
stars may be Peppers, Melton and Idonije, but 
in a given game, the line might see production 
from eight players. 

“If we’re rushing four, you want to move to- 
gether as one,” Melton said. “Just keeping [the 
quarterback] in a little bubble.” 

Keep a close eye on the line during a game 
and you'll see 4=1 at work. They use a variety of 
combinations, moving guys right or left, inside

and out. Against Green Bay, for instance, Pep- 
pers recorded a sack from the tackle position. 
Also at tackle that play was defensive end Shea 
McClellin, while Melton, the NFC’s leading 
vote-getter at tackle, was lined up at end. 

“We mix it up,” said Peppers. “Obviously if 
you have three ends in the game, somebody 
has to go inside. It’s based on how we feel 
about the matchups in the game.” 

While the talent is there, it’s the friendship 
and camaraderie that creates a working envi- 
ronment in which everyone is valued and no 
one takes offense to playing time. 

“There’s no ego here,” Ozuogwu said. “You 
know, 4=1. Whoever’s out there, we just sup- 
port each other.” 

It’s not just hollow sentiment. When Idonije 
lost his starting job before the San Francisco 
game in favor of Corey Wootton, the only 
thing that changed for the veteran was his 
place on the depth chart. 

“{Idonije is} definitely a great teammate,” 
Wootton said. “I knew [his demotion} wouldn't 
be a big issue as far as us getting along. He still 
gets a lot of reps out there. [Against the 49ers] 
he got more reps than me.” 


Having fun 
Along with learning to be professionals, the 


Rush Men’s young pups have inherited another 
crucial trait from their leaders: how to have 
fun. 

“We're just like little kids,” Paea said. 

In the pranking arena, though, the young 
guys aren't close to Idonije, who pulled the gag 
of the year when he coordinated with the man- 
ager at Mastro’s Steakhouse to present rookies 
Shea McClellin and Aston Whiteside with a 
dinner check totaling $38,000. 

“Seeing Shea’s face getting beet red when he 
saw that check, and him thinking he was going 
to have to pay 30, 40 thousand dollars for a din- 
ner” was, according to new guy Nate Collins, 
the year’s best gag. 

He then imitated McClellin’s desperate 
pleas. “Can someone help me out with this un- 
til tomorrow? I don’t think I can put this much 
money on my card,” Collins said with a laugh. 
“No, you're a rookie. You gotta do it.” 

“The camaraderie and the chemistry is more 
important than a lot of people will under 
stand,” Peppers said. “You gotta care for one 
another to be able to perform and put out your 
max effort for your teammates. 

“It’s not like this everywhere. I’ve only been 
one other place, but I’ve heard stories and I 
know other guys around the league and trust 
me, it’s not like this.” 

Peppers smiles as he talks about his team- 
mates, and the strength of the Rush Men bond 
is evident whenever he or the others speak. 
As the Bears enter the stretch run this sea- 
son, they would be well-served to follow the 
D-line’s example: work hard, respect the game 
and have fun. The rest, as they say, will take 
care of itself.

Every time the Japandroids, a boisterous punk-rock 
band from Vancouver, make a record, conversation 
in the studio probably goes like this: 

Engineer Jesse Gander: I want the vocals drier! 

Singer Brian King: Like Black Sabbath dry, or “Nev- 
er Mind the Bollocks, Here’s the Sex Pistols” dry? 

“His music taste and my music taste align. They’re 
almost identical,” says King, 30, via a cellphone while 
driving to New York City. “I’ve never met anyone else 

whose taste in music and bands so closely mimics 
my own. ... At this point I can’t imagine work- 

ing with anyone else. I just can say that kind of 
stuff, and all of a sudden he stops making eye 
contact and the wheels start working in his 
head, and he’s, like, twiddling knobs.” 
The result of this telepathic collabora- 
tion, which includes the Japandroids’ other 
member, drummer David Prowse, 30, has 
been three excellent releases—2009’s 
“Post-Nothing,” 2010’s “No Singles” and 
this year’s “Celebration Rock.” 

The first and last albums are breathless 
bursts of rock energy, jamming King’s 
mania and Prowse’s precision into short, 
Husker Du-like songs. 

The band, which formed in Vancou- 
ver in 2006, after King and Prowse met 

in college, was inspired by classic albums 
such as the Stooges’ “Raw Power,” Bruce 
Springsteen’s “Born to Run,” the Replace- 
ments’ “Let It Be” and the Beach Boys’ “Pet 
Sounds.” As King pointed out in a recent band 
press release, the first two have eight songs each, 
while the latter two are each 35 minutes long. Not 
coincidentally, the Japandroids’ first and third re- 
leases each contain eight songs clocking in at a total 
of 35 minutes. 

“The simplest pop songs are the most challeng- 
ing to write,” King says. “You think about Beatles 
songs that are, on paper, really not that complex at 
all, but the melody is out of this world. You can’t just 
sit there and do that. Not to say that our songs are 
anywhere near the caliber of Beatles songs, but just 
the idea of what I’m doing on guitar, or the words 
or structure of the song—there’s nothing inherently 
complex about that stuff.” 

For a rock star, if still a relatively unknown one 
who plays mostly in clubs and recently sold most of 
his belongings on Craigslist to stay afloat financially, 
King is refreshingly self-deprecating. When he lion- 
izes the Beatles or the White Stripes, he acknowl- 
edges he could never have that kind of talent. “We’re 
a two-piece band, and we have limited instrumenta- 
tion and limited abilities. I don’t think we’ve man- 
aged to write a song as good as ‘Fell In Love With 
a Girl,’ for example, which is just three chords and 
hardly any lyrics. It’s hardly anything at all, and yet

somehow it’s everything,” he says. “I don’t know how 
{former White Stripes frontman Jack White] does 
that [bleep]. Genius, I guess.” 

King and Prowse have thrown everything into 
Japandroids. It’s all King going crazy—jumping 
around, wind-milling on his guitar, sweating profuse- 
ly and aggressively shaking hands with the audience. 
The way the Japandroids approach music clearly re- 
quires more energy than most bands. 

“I wouldn’t even know how to begin to describe 
how tired I am. I’m, like, unconscious,” King says, 
after telling a convoluted story about the previous 
night, when club promoters in Asheville, N.C., took 
the band post-show to their favorite bar until 3 a.m. 
“The level of exhaustion—not just me, but Dave and 
our whole crew—it’s indescribable, actually.” 

It’s also dangerous, perhaps. King has said he “just 
about died” after suffering a perforated ulcer in 2009, 
when the band began to achieve buzz from “Post- 
Nothing.” The friendly, fast-talking singer-songwrit- 
er dismisses a question about his health with “I have 
good days and bad days” and shifts to how everybody 
on the crew is sick at some point. 

“Having said that, it’s all worth it,” he says. “There 
are no healthy tour musicians.”

George begins coaching his estranged son Lewis’s

Written by Robbie Fox, who most recently was 
one of the three people it took to write 1994’s 
Pauly Shore vehicle “In the Army Now,” “Playing 
for Keeps” awkwardly blends family comedy and 
sex farce and winds up with squat. Dennis Quaid 
overacts as a dad who throws money and success 
all over the place, confiding in George so he can 
acquire the coach as an asset in a pinch. 

Director Gabriele Muccino (“The Pursuit of 
Happyness,” the unwatchable “Seven Pounds”) has

no eye for detail or sports. Stacie states that her 
son is 10 years old and later changes it to 9, and 
George’s supposedly brilliant ESPN audition— 
about which he responds goofily, “ESPN?! As in, 
the ESPN?!” — features clichéd, self-involved com- 
mentary that execs would laugh out of the studio. 

The hopelessly predictable “Playing for Keeps,” 
which tacks on a meaningful game when the team’s sud- 
denly on the verge of a championship, includes sports 
metaphors like “You can’t score if you don't shoot” and 
“There’s no warm-up shots in life, George.” 

The film’s chief defense is utter mediocrity—a 
forgettable blandness that makes the film more 
pathetic than offensive. 

Eventually George becomes just like the 
disinterested coach he replaces, answering his cell 
during games for no good reason. Despite an un- 
characteristically good pair of films in the last year 
(“Coriolanus,” “Chasing Mavericks”), Butler still 
needs to learn when to let an offer go to voicemail.

another inconvenient truth 


Hindsight can be 
awfully depressing and 
frequently chilling. 
You may already 
know the story of the 
five people in “The 
Central Park Five.” 
On April 19, 1989, a 
woman jogging in New York’s Central Park 
was beaten and sexually assaulted. Five young 
men were convicted. All of them eventually 
had their convictions thrown out after serial 
rapist Mathias Reyes confessed to the crime, 
but not before the wrongfully accused served 
from 6 to 13 years in prison. 

How could this have happened? Directed 
and written by Ken Burns, Sarah Burns 
(who wrote a book of the same name) and 
David McMahon, this documentary hinges 
primarily on interviews with the titular five: 
Antron McCray, Yusef Salaam, Raymond 
Santana Jr., Kevin Richardson and Kharey 
Wise. They recall detectives coaching them 
into confessions to a crime about which the 
boys, who were in the park that night, knew 
nothing. The videotaped confessions, the 
key evidence in the case, don’t lie: There 
is no consistency in the accounts of what 
happened. Now, it looks like the kids said 
what they were told to in order to enda 
brutal interrogation, as the police officers 
promised. 


The Central Park Five 
NR 


“The Central Park Five” should have spent 
more time analyzing what New York Times 
reporter Jim Dwyer calls the “social moat” 
that separated people in late-80s New York. 
After all, that’s the origin of the racially 
motivated fear that drove the convictions, 
which followed a systematic presumption of 
guilt from cops, journalists and lawyers. One 
particularly incriminating clip features New 
York City mayor Ed Koch lamenting, “We 
always have to say ‘alleged’ ” well before any 
conviction was in place. 

The film also doesn’t get to the root of the 
failure of the press, which was expected to 
see through the racial bias of police, govern- 
ment and itself, or why none of the 25 other 
teens in the park that night came forward. 

Like the West Memphis Three (featured 
in the “Paradise Lost” series and the up- 
coming documentary “West of Memphis”), 
the Central Park Five represent just one 
example of citizens undermined by the 
system they trusted to protect them—the 
feverish pursuit of safety trumping reason. 
Among all of the case’s horrors, one of the 
strongest is that a serial rapist ultimately 
cared more about the truth than the pros- 
ecution did.

Jane (Dree Heming- 
way) is a young 
L.A.-via-Florida girl 
who’s as obnoxiously 
aloof as she is stick- 
thin. Sadie (Besedka 
Johnson) is an elderly 
widow who acts as if 
it’s a huge hassle to give Jane tap water—sans 
ice—after Jane drives Sadie home from the 
store. There’s no reason to think these two 
could be friends. 

Yet director/co-writer Sean Baker makes 
the Independent Spirit Award-winning 
“Starlet” work better than it should, despite 
building on contrivances and too-blatantly 
rigging emotional turning points. 

Jane drives Sadie home because Jane re- 
cently purchased a Thermos at Sadie’s garage 
sale—only to find about $10,000 inside the 
container. Jane spends a bit and stashes the 
rest. Sadie doesn’t seem to need it, and Jane 
doesn’t confess her findings. For now, Jane just 
hangs with Sadie, who gradually believes the

young girl isn’t trying to scam her out of some- 
thing—well, after Sadie sprays her with mace. 

By the way, Jane and her roommate Melissa 
(Stella Maeve) are porn stars, but Baker does 
an even better job than the recent “About 
Cherry” in presenting the job as a job and 
not making a big deal out of it. (Google the 
recent study that found female porn stars 
actually have high self-esteem and positiv- 
ity) That said, Melissa is bad news—as Zara 
Valentine, she stars in “Hot Mess,” a title 
Melissa deserves —and suffice to say there’s 
only so long two roommates can live in peace 
when one has hidden a bunch of cash and the 
other is bananas. 

An effectively sleazy turn from James Ran- 
sone (very funny in “Sinister”) as Melissa’s 
boyfriend Mikey, who demands Jane light 
his bowl so he can continue playing a video

game, underlines the fragility of Jane’s situa- 
tion. Baker lets us fill in most of the gaps of 
how she got to this place. Hemingway’s very 
good at taking a character who often seems 
like an insufferable L.A. stereotype and shad- 
ing her with a range of values and feelings 
that exist somewhere in those thigh-high 
socks. She and Johnson help Jane and Sadie’s 
relationship to develop hesitantly but ten- 


derly, to the point where any secrets between 
them almost don’t matter based on the role 
they play in each other’s lives. 

By the time Sadie “Star-sits” for Jane’s 
(male) dog, Starlet, Sadie cares enough to cry 
as she walks around town looking for the lost 
dog. “Starlet” succeeds because it makes us 
believe that she’s not just tearing up over the 
four legs that got away.

Hollywood's bid. 
money is rated PG-13 |

Hollywood studios have released 33 percent 
more R-rated films in 2012 than last year, but 
the wealth of adult offerings hasn’t translated 
into a box office boom. Instead, audiences 
have flocked to PG-13 fare. 

This year, 168 films have carried the “re- 
stricted” rating, and they have taken in $2.3 
billion at the box office. That compares to 113 
PG-13 films, with a $4.7 billion take, and 52 PG 
movies with a combined gross of $1.8 billion. 

Only one R-rated film—Universal’s “Ted,” 
at $218 million—has cracked the year’s Top 10 
grossing films. Six of the Top 10 carry PG-13 
ratings, while three are rated PG. In 2011, nine 
of the Top 10 movies were rated PG-13, with 
the remaining slot taken by “Cars 2,” which 
got the all-but-extinct G rating from the Mo- 
tion Picture Association of America. 

So why, if the money is in PG-13 movies, do 
the studios keep releasing more R-rated films? 

“In most cases, you don’t really make a de- 
cision—or have a choice,” Lionsgate’s head 
of distribution, Richie Fay, said. “It’s usu- 
ally a case of what the material demands, and 
whether it’s organic. But you know all that go- 
ing in—it is part of the process.” 

Even though PG-13 appears to offer the most 
direct shot at blockbuster box-office numbers, 
there are reasons the studios make R-rated films, 
Universal’s distribution chief Nikki Rocco said. 

“Mainly, you want to stay true to the mate- 
rial,” Rocco said. “You couldn’t make a film 
like ‘Savages’ anything other than an R. By the 


time we greenlight a picture, we know what 
its rating will be.” 

Creative considerations aren't everything, 
though. 

“Another reason is to bring some diversity to 
the marketplace, to offer something specifical- 
ly for adults, so that there is, in theory, some- 
thing for everyone out there,” Rocco said. 

An R rating offers filmmakers the ability to 
more accurately portray real-life situations. 
But that’s not the goal for everyone. 

“If Spider-Man were really out there bat- 
tling crime in the streets of New York City,” 
Exhibitor Relations senior analyst Jeff Bock 
said, “don’t you think he’d be inclined to drop 
an F-bomb now and then?” 

There was never any doubt that the “Twi- 
light” films—including the nation’s current 
top film for three weeks running, “Breaking 
Dawn— Part 2”—were going to be rated PG- 
13, according to Fay. 

“{Author]} Stephenie Meyer [was] very spe- 
cific with her edict that there would be noth- 
ing in there that would put us in the position 
of getting an ‘R’,” Fay said. 

Both Universal and Warner Bros. have suc- 
cessfully bucked the trend with comedies re- 
cently, Warner Bros. with its two “Hangover” 
films and Universal with this summer’s “Ted.” 

“They've shown you can get away with an 
‘R’ with comedies,” Bock said. “But with an 
action film, if you want to make $200 million, 
$250 million at the box office, you’ve got to 
get the biggest possible audience in there.”

At the forefront of it all is designer Christo- 
pher Bailey, whose innovations, together with 
those of CEO Angela Ahrendts, have nearly 
tripled revenues in the past six years, excited 
fashion fans and critics, and earned him a 
more expansive title as chief creative officer. 

Bailey, 41, discussed how he moves a classic 
brand forward. 


How do you walk the line between serving 
traditionalists and new customers? 
Understanding the DNA of the brand and 
making sure we never get staid. For example, 
doing the iconic Burberry check with LED 
lights on this big facade is a way of reinventing 
it. We’re always taking our heritage and build- 
ing on top of it rather than starting from zero. 


Many fashion brands are embracing the 
digital world now. Was Burberry an early 
adopter? 

Yes, I sometimes describe us as an old young 
company, 156 years old but a very young team. 
Digital is a platform, no different than a build- 


ing or a newspaper, it’s just another platform. 
Most of us use technology for the way we 

live. It would almost be counterintuitive if it 
didn’t become at the core of everything we 
do, whether at a party, where technology is a 
big part of it, or in the store, where every sales 
associate has an iPad to link into our other 
platforms. 


Are you trying to appeal to a younger 
customer? 

I see the company through the lens of the 
trench coat. It talks to a young girl or guy, 
someone who loves fashion and is interested 
in pop culture, and then it also talks to the 
classic lady or gentleman. It extends beyond 
urban cities to country and suburban towns. 
We've got this very diverse customer base 
because we look at everything through this 
trench coat. It’s not about one person. And 
that’s what I love about the brand. The trench 
coat, you can wear with an evening dress or 
jeans or a tailored jacket. It’s the chameleon. 


How has the “Art of the Trench” evolved? 
“Art of the Trench” is a social media plat- 
form we set up a couple years ago. In Chicago, 
we went round with a photographer and shot 
the good people of Chicago in different loca- 
tions that meant something to them or that 
were important. We’ve 
used those photos 
across all platforms 
but we’ve also put 
it back in the 
local community, 
which we've never 
done before. It’s 
on bus shelters all 
the way up Michi- 
gan Avenue.

Who better to adapta 
novel into a miniseries 
than the author?

British novelist and screenwriter William 
Boyd doesn’t buy the conventional wisdom 
that a writer should never adapt his own 
books. 

His long list of industry credits includes 
scripts based on his own work (the minise- 
ries “Any Human Heart”), novels by the likes 
of Evelyn Waugh (“Scoop”), and biographies 
(“Chaplin”). “Restless,” the two-part minise- 
ries Boyd wrote from his 2006 novel of the 
same name, premieres at 8 p.m. Friday on 
Sundance Channel and concludes at the same 
time Dec. 14. 

It stars Michelle Dockery as Ruth Gilmar- 
tin, a woman who discovers that her mother 
(Charlotte Rampling) was a spy involved in 


overt affair 


the British Security Coordination, a covert 
mission to sway American public opinion to- 
ward intervention in the war in Europe. 


“Restless” focuses on an overlooked chapter 
in the history of World War II. Can you ex- 
plain what the BSC did? 

We forget, eight out of ro Americans didn’t 
want to join. America was very isolationist. 
Public opinion was pretty intransigent, so all 
these [British] agents were sent over to try 

to feed stories to the media. One of the most 
interesting developments that I used in the 
novel is they were trying to establish the fact 
that Hitler and Nazi Germany were inter- 
ested in South America and Mexico. They 
planted in the briefcase of a German consular 
official a fake map showing South America 
divided up into five new German areas of 
administration. It was all elaborate fakery to 
say this war is not just a European one, it’s 
become global. 


“Restless” is also a story about the 

personal toll of being a spy. 

The thing you lose is trust. You cannot func- 
tion as anormal human being if you don’t 
have that element in your life. The spy loses 
that, and I wanted to investigate the prices 
paid. So many serious novelists have written 
spy novels, from Joseph Conrad to Graham 
Greene. I suspect because the abstract 
nouns the genre deals with are so potent: 
duplicity, betrayal, lying, identity. 


You are unique in that you regularly 

adapt your own novels for the screen. 

The received wisdom, “Never let an author 
adapt his own book,” I think is wrong. As 
the novelist, you're in a position to autho- 
rize yourself to be bold. And you can’t pay 
respect to yourself. I’ve directed a film my- 
self, so I know the industry really well, from 
early script meetings to post-production. 


You're also working on the new 

James Bond novel. Can you tell us 
anything about it? 

I am being annoyingly tight-lipped. It’s 1969 
and Bond is 45 years old. This is not the 
young hotshot spy any more, this is a man
